G. S. R. No. 875(E).—The following draft of 
the rules which the Central Government pro¬ 
poses to make in exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by sub-section (1) of section 44 of the Road 
Transport Corporations Act, 1950 (64 of 1950), 
and in supersession of Delhi Transport Corpora¬ 
tion (Members) Rules, 1973 except as respects 
things done or omitted to be done before such 
supersession, is hereby published as required by 
sub-session (1) of section 44 of the said Act, for 
the information of all persons likely to be affec¬ 
ted thereby and notice is hereby given that the 
said draft shall be taken into consideration after 
the expiry of 30 days from the date on which the 
Gazette copy containing the said draft rules is 
made available to the general public. 

Anv objection or suggestion which may be 
received from any person with respect to the 
said draft rules, berofe the period specified 
above, will be considered by the Secretary, Min¬ 
istry of Shipping and Transport, Government of 
India, New Delhi on 31st December, 1983. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and commencement—.(1) These 
rules may be called the Delhi Transport Cor- 
poation (Board of Directors) Rules, 1983. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the 
context otherwise requires— 

(a) “Act” means the Road Transport Cor¬ 

poration Act, 1950 (64 of 1950). 

(b) “Board” means the Board of Directors 

of the Delhi Transport Corporation. 

(c) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the 

Board. 

(d) “Corporation” means the Delhi Trans¬ 
port Corporation. 

(e) “Director” means a member of the 
Board. 

(f) “Vice-Chairman” means the Vice-Chair¬ 

man of the Board. 

(gf) “Managing Director” means the Man¬ 
aging Director of the Corporation. 

3. Composition of Board.—The Board shall 
consist of a Chairman and the following Direc¬ 


tors to be appointed by the Central Government, 
namely :— 

(a) the Managing Director of the Corpora¬ 

tion; 

(b) five officials; and 

(c) five persons of whom— 

(i) one shall be a representative of the 

New Delhi Municipal Committee 
nominated by that Committee from 
among the members of that Com¬ 
mittee; 

(ii) one shall be a representative of the 

Metropolitan Council of Delhi elec¬ 
ted from among themselves by the 
members of that Council; 

(iii) one shall be a representative of the 

Muncipial Corporation of Delhi 
elected from among themselves by 
the members of that Corporation; 

(iv) two shall be persons nominated by the 

Central Government. 

4. Term of office.—The term of office of a 
Director, other than the Managing Director or 
the Chairman as the case may be, shall be for a 
period of three years from the date of his ap¬ 
pointment and he shall be eligible for reapoint- 
ment: 

Provided that a person appointed under 
sub-clause (i) or sub-clause (ii) or sub-clause (iii) 
of clause (c) of rule 3 shall cease to be a Direc¬ 
tor of the Board of the Corporation if he ceases 
to be a member of the New Delhi Municipal 
Committee or the Metropolitan Council of Delhi 
or the Municipal Corporation of Delhi, as the 
case may be. 

5. Filling of casual a vacancies.—Where 
casual vacancy occurs in the Board of the Cor¬ 
poration, the Central Government may appoint 
a person to fill the casual vacancy. 

6. Quorum.—The number of Directors neces¬ 
sary to constitute a quorum at a meeting of the 
Board of the Corporation shall be four includ¬ 
ing the Chairman. 

7. Allowances to Directors:—(i) A Director 
appointed under clause (b) of rule 3 shall hold 
office in an honorary capacity and shall be gov¬ 
erned by the rules applicable to Central Govern¬ 
ment officials for the purposes of entitlement of 
T. A. and D. A. for any journey performed by 
him outside the Union territory of Delhi for at¬ 
tending any meetings of the Board or of the 
committees of the Board, appointed under 
section 12 of the Act (hereinafter referred to as 
the committee in this rule). 
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(2) Director appointed under clause (c) of rule 
3 shall be entitled to a fee of fifty rupees for at¬ 
tending each meeting of the Board and to a fee 
of forty rupees for attending each meeting of a 
committee of the Board. 

Provided that where any such Director attends 
on the same day a meeting of the Board and a' 
meeting of the Committee, he shall be entitled 
only to a fee of fifty rupees for attending such 
meetings. 

Provided further that the aggregate amount of 
the fee payable to such Director during any 
month shall not exceed three hundred rupees 

(3) If a Director appointed under clause (c) 
of rule 3 performs any journey to a place outside 
the Union territory of Delhi for attending any of 
the meetings of the Board or of the committees, 
he shall be entitled to draw travelling and daily 
allowances at the scale and on the conditions ad¬ 
missible to a Central Government officer of the 
higher rank in Group A, 

(4) A bill for travelling allowance or daily al¬ 
lowance or both shall be countersigned by the 
Director himself before such bill is submitted for 
audit and payment. 


8. Trayel by Air.—The Chairman or the 
Managing Director, as the case may be, at his 
discretion and other Directors with the previous 
permission of the Chairman or the Managing 
Director, as the case may be, may travel by air 
in discharge of their duties under the Act. 

9. Remuneration to persons associated with 
the Board.—(1) A person associated with the 
Board under. Section 10 of the Act (hereinafter 
in this rule referred to as “the associated person”) 
may either work in an honorary capacity or be 
paid such remuneration, not exceeding one thous¬ 
and rupees per mensem, or fifty rupees per diem, 
as the Board may, with the approval of the Cent¬ 
ral Government, determine. 

(2) The associated person— 

(a) if he is in the service of the Central 
Govt, or of any Corporation establish¬ 
ed by law, shall be entitled to draw 
such travelling and daily allowances 
as may be admissible to him under the 
rule governing him as a servant of that 
Government or such Corporation sub¬ 
ject to the conditions that he shall not 
draw such allowances from his princi¬ 
pal employer.
